_ The Boston Advertiser, speaking of Donald 
McKay‘s ship-yard in that city, says: 


Here bave been built more fast clipper- 
6brps thaw in any older sbip-yard iv tbe worid, 
Here was lnuacbed the Lightuing, tie fastes: 
ship ever kuowa. Sbe made tue trip from 
Meibourue to Liverpool in sixty-turee days, & 
time that bas aever been equailed by a suil- 
ing-vesse!, The James Baius and Coamp.on 
ot tbe Seus were sister ships, aud at ibe time 
of the great Sepoy mutivy sailed from Ports- 
mouth, Englaud, wi.b troops on the same 


4] day, and slier 138 days eviered Bombay vo 
be Same evening wad at the same hour. 


Here originated that famous series, the 
Sovercigu of tne Seas, Empress of the oéas, 
the Champion of the Seas und Glory of the 
Seas. Mr. McKay bas buiit 150 8 ips, and io 
the years 1855 aud 1856, wituiu 14 mouths, 14 
were lavoched trow bisyard. Those were the 
p:lmy days of this vow uegiected branch of 
Americau iodus'ry, when our yards were the 
glory. of toe nation and tbe pride of the world. 
‘Bo just suip iauucued by Mi McK y waa tue 
ulory of the Seas, in 1869. Sbeis of 2,100 
(ons, aud tbe largest ship now sailing uuder 
the Awericau-fi.g.. Since then the yard bus 
been silent and deserted. 


Referring to tue above, the Missouri Repud 
lean says:

composing the must famvas live of Boston aad 
Liverpool packets, owned by Evoch, Train & 
Co, were bvuilt by Mr. McKay; and the 
Damet Webster, the Ucran dA onarch, |the 
t«ffordsbire, and wany otbers of tbat noble 
fleet, uwed their beauty and their spevd to 
tu genius of thigunval architect.

The Wail of a 
THE GOAT ISLAND SCHEME. 


The newspapers of the coast are much 
taken ap at the present moment with what is 
known ag the Goat Island (Sen Francisco) 
Railroad scheme. The following resolutions 
recently passed on the 17th by the Committee 
of Safety; will give an idea of the state of 
feeling on the subject,ia Francisco at the 
present moment : 


The Committee of Safety held its meeting 
to-day, with open, doors. A report was 


read giving the object of the formation of 


the committee of One Hundred, and the 
following statement: The name of tne as- 
sociation shall be The Committee of One 
Huodred, it shail consist of members whose 
names bave.been herein set forth, aud such 
others as shall bereatter be added thereto. 
The object of the association shall be to con- 
sider the interests of San Francisco in respect 
to railroads and other important matters 
affecting public welfare, Ite officers sball 
be a President, two Vice Presidents, Secretary 
aud Treasurer, who shall be ex officio mem~ 
bers'of the Ex.cu ive Committee, whose duty 
it shall be to arrange and execute the 
business of the associaiion, and whose acts 
shall be subject to the approval of the 
General Committee, for.the first three 
months. The offices of the associativn shall 
be Gilled asfollows: For Presideot, Hon. Wm. 
Alvord; First Vice President, R. G, Sneath; 
Socond Vice President, J. H. Hagar; Secre- 
tary, Alfred Wheeler; Treasurer, D. J 
Wheeler; for Executive officers, Jobo 
Beacbly, W H. Coleman, Tyler Curtis, J. O.

The Committee of Seven on the formation 
of the Commitiee of Ooe Hundred made their 
report as follows: ‘‘The Com uiitee of Seven 
appointed on the 9th wf April inst. to nomi- 
nate the Committee of One Hundred, to con- 
sider the interests of the city with respect to 
railroads aod otber important matters affect- 
ing the public weifare, respectfully report 
that the committee bas been in session from 
day to day, baving under consideration the 
object mentioned Ithas weighed carefully 
aod dispas-ionately the existing situation of 
the commercial interest of the day in their 
coonrction with our land sad coast lines of 
railcoad, aod ia the selection of the com- 
mittee to whom will be intrusted the guar- 
diausbip of our city’s rights and interests. 
Io this connection it bas been governed by 
the desire to name gentiemen well knowa to 
the commupity, and whose ability, iotegrity 
and moderation are beyond question and en- 
titled to the fullest confidence. It is a 
pleasure to be able to state thatin this con- 
nection the committee bas been usanimous. 
Besides the names selected, there bave been 
otbers whom tbis committee would bave 
deemed it advantageous to bave udded to the 
list, many of such, while’ warm and 10 
eotire accord and sympathy with the ooject: 
of this orgavization, bave from various 
causes satistatory to themselves and to this 
committee been omitted, They, however 
will render effe-tual aid ia their individual 
sphere of action ang will give to your body 
an unseen strength, in their influence 
throughout the community, Io the organiza- 
tion thus effected it is believed the public 
may und will confide, giviug to its sugges- 
tions serious consideration snd to. its acts 
hearty support. In fact, without this ea- 
dorsemeat cf pubiic sentiment, this com- 
mittee would be ineffectual in its purposes 
acd powerless in its efforts. We feel confi- 
dent that it willdo much for the rights and 
interests of,seo Francisco, and injustice to no 
one. 

The following resolations were adopted ata 
meeting of the Committee of One Hundred 
to-day : 

Whereas, The Central, Western and 
Soutbera Pacific: Railroad Companies have 
received enorwous grants of land and sub- 
sidies, bonds and money, from {the Fed. ral 
Government, from the State of Califoroia, 
from the various couuties of the S.ate, and 
from Sao Fraocisco, which grants and sub- 
sidies were more than sufficient for the entire 
construction and equipment of said roads, and 

Wbereas, This State and city bave given 
eaid railroads large subsidies and valuable 
grants of lands withio this city, with the 
intention and understanding that said roads 
should make their western terminas within 
the city of San Francisco and upon a tract of 
land granted fur that purpose in Mission Bay; 
and 

Whereas, Said Companies have obtained 
large grants of land on the opposite side of 
the buy in front of Oakiand, aad have directed 
the entire railroad gysiem of the above lints 
and a:l railroads of the coast towards said 
lust mentioned poiat, in disregard of the con- 
ditions‘of said compact ; and 

Whereas, Said Companies have been and 
are now making strenuous ¢fferts to obtain 
from the Federal Goveroment a grant or lease 
of Goat Island, lying io the Bay of Sao 
Francisco, midway between this city and the 
Onkiand sbore, for the purpose‘of a terminus 
of a:l lines aforesaid, ia spite of and against 
the expressed wishes of this city and in 
defiance of damage and danger to the barbor 
aod commercial interests of 'big port, as con- 
clusively demonstrated by the investigation 
aod judgement of eminent engineers ; 

Resolved, That the city of San Francisco 
bas a right to expect, and does expect, to 
hold said Kailroad Companies to a strict 
compliance with the terms and conditions of 
the compacts made by said Companies, to 
wit: the actual ond immediate location of 
the terminus of said railroads, now merged 
into. ove ownersbip, upon the sixty acres of 
land in Mission Bay, ia this city. and the 
actual and immeliate abendonment on tbe 
part of said Companies of any construction or 
proceeding having ta view the fixing of such 
terminus at any other poiut whatever. 

Resolved, That the citizens of San Francisco 
believe that said Companies should withdraw 
from Congress immediately aliclaim, demand 
or request for avy grant, lease or privilege of 
using or connecting said roads with Goat 
igiand, and at once to case all further con- 
struction of wharves, piers or slips <ia tbe 
channel of this bay, at the terminus: of their 
present Oakland wharf, or elsewhere. 


Resolved, That in case said Companies 
shall decline, refuse or omit to comply with 
this reasonable reqaest, it is the right, duty 
and purpose of the citizens of San Francisco 
to tuke al lawful measures for maintaining 
their rights in the premises and to prevent 
said unlawful acts of said Companies. 

Resolved, That it the city of San Francisco 
should be compelled to resort to legal 
tribunals to assert aud maintain ber rights 
ag against said companies, it would be vrop. 
and subsidies 
conditiovally made to said companies be 
annulled and set aside, , 

Reeolved, That it is to the interest of San 
Francisco and of the said companies that 
there should be complete accord and: bar- 
mony of action between them, and that to 
facilitate and aid the requirements of com- 
merce ; but this city sboaid not be, aed will 
not be, governed by buving its termiaus at 
Goat Island. Should a bridge be constructed 
a8 Soon as possible this city and adjoining 
counties should coatribute liberally to aid 
such e ise.
